STONEHENGE. . 


The Most Famous Druidical Ruin in Great 
Britain to Be shut Off From the 
Public--A Shilling Fee. 


Stonehenge, the most famous and 
best preserved ruin of Druidical tem- 
ples and Druidical times, still in ex- 
istence, is about to be shut off from 
the public by a great wire fence, 
erected by Sir Edmund Antrobus, to 
Whom belongs thai portion of Salis- 
bury’s Plain, upon which this grand 
old monument stands. Sir Edmund 
proposes to charge a shilling (that is 
25 for admission, his object 


25 cents) 
being not only to keep out the van- 
du's and to preserve these relics of 
the most ancient perieds of British 
history from the elesecration to which 
they have been subjected, but like- 
Wise to compel the public to assist 
him in providing ‘for their care. 

While this project seems to be a 
perfectly reasonable one, yet there 
are many who are offering strenuous 
objections thereto, taking the ground 
that Sir Edmund has no right what- 
ever to keep the public away from 
what is, in every sense of the word, 
a national monument. The matter, 
inde.d, has been carried into court, 
and there it has been de¢tidedl that 
Sir Edmund, as owner of the grounds 
on which the monument is situated, 
has a perfect right to inclose it if he 
sees fit, and the public have their 
remedy in prevailing upon the Gov- 
ernment to expropriate the Baronet, 
and pay him for his Jand, thus con- 
verting it into national and publie 
property, 

Sir fdmund is a distinguished sol- 
dier, who served with much gallantry 
in the Guards of Egypt, and is imar- 
ried to Florence Sartoris, a niece 
Mrs. Nellie Grant-Sartoris. 

I may add that Sir Edmund Antro- 
bus, since retiring from the army, 
has assumed as partnfr the repre- 
sentation of the hereditary family 
interests in Coutts’ Pank, and that 
the family of which he is the chief 
is one of the oldest houses of 
Cheshire, where the name of Antro}t¢s 
Was already honorably known in the
